SIX WEEKS AGO, THEY DECIDED TO TAKEQTHE COFFEE AND COTO THE 
SOVIET ZONE OF GERMANY. THEY SOLD EO FFEE TO A WEST BERLIN CAFE 
OWNER FOR 110 MARKS ($26.26), GOT DRUNK‘AND TOOK AN ELEVATED TRAIN 
INTO EAST GERMANY.
